A Michigan National Guards- 
man, Kevin Elliott, 23, of Paris, 
Michigan, was arraigned Tues- 
day in 88rd District Court in 
connection with the shooting of 
one guardsman during war 
maneuvers last Wednesday 
night in a range near Jones 
Lake. 

Eliott plead nolo contendere 
to a charge of discharging a 
firearm intentionally aimed 
without malice but with injury. 
Sgt. John P. Wimberley, 28, of 
Lansing, was shot in the neck 
Wednesday night and is listed in 
stable condition at Little 
Traverse Hospital in Petoskey 
following surgery last Thur- 
sday.

Sheriff's Department and the 
Michigan Army National Guard 
military police said the ac- 
cident apparently happened af- 
ter Elliott mistakenly put 
civilian ammunition into his 
gun instead of blanks. 

Elliott and another guard 
were allegedly engaged in mock 
combat with the four guards 
riding in a jeep carrying a 
mounted machine gun. Sheriff 
investigators and military 
police said Fliiott and his part- 
ner fired blanks at the jeep and 
then fled. The jeep allegedly 
returned fire with blanks. At 
this point, investigators said 
Ichioett, while running from the 
jeep, accidently loaded his M-16 
with live civilian ammunition

Airport Manager Asks 
County for Extra Help

Grayling McNamara Airport 
manager Al Livrance has asked 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners to fill an em- 
ployee position at the airfield 
left open since a C.E.T.A, 
worker was laid off the end of 
June, 

Commissioners, at their 
regular meeting June 23, 
agreed another employee could 
be used at the airport, but they 
didn’t know where they could 
find any money to hire some- 
one. 

Livrance, a volhinteer mana- 
ger of the airport, asked the 
board for approval to hire a 
maintenance worker for 22 
weeks - from August 1 until the 
end of the year. 

Livrance said at the 
minimum wage of $5.02 an hour 
for a county employee, the total 
of wages for the rest of the year 
would be $4,417.60. Fringe bene- 
fits would add to $1,331.28, 
making a total of $5,748.88. 

“We've been swamped out 
there since our full-time 
C.E.T.A. worker left,”’ Livran- 
ce said. ‘We've got a lot of work 
left to do on equipment before 
winter comes and this is one of 
the busy times for air traffic out 
there.”’ 

Currently, the county has two 
full-time workers at the airport, 
and two part-time workers from 
a Social Services program - one 
works about 15 days a month 
and the other works about 5 
days a month. 

Jeannette Kitchen, chairman 
of the board, turned the request 
over to Walt Nowak, head of the 
Finance Committee. Nowak 
said he will explore the possi- 
bilities of the county picking up 
an employee for the airport 
through a manpower or educa- 
tional program at no cost or 
only half cost to the county. 

In other county news, Herluf 
Moshier, of Grayling, question- 
ed the purchase of a new swit- 
chboard telephone system by 
the county. Moshier asked if the 
savings of the new system com- 
pared to the old system would 
cover the salary of a switch- 
board operator that would have

to be hired. 

Commissioner Mary Harland 
said the new switchboard sys- 
tem can save the county money 
and time in many ways. 

Equipment costs will be about 
$20 a month less with the new 
system. Additionally, the new 
system will cut down on long 
distance rates. Calls to Lansing 
-which make up the bulk of long 
distance charges - will only cost 
17 cents a minute compared to 
54 cents a minute with the old 
system. Calls to Otsego and 
Roscommon County will no 
longer be long-distance calls 
with the new system. 

Commissioner Larry Mattis 
also said the old system is time- 
consuming for county em- 
ployees and persons calling. 

“On the old system, about 70 
percent of all county calls are 
going to the county clerk’s of- 
fice,” Mattis said. ‘To reach 
other offices, clerk employees 
have to walk down there or tell 
the caller to hang up and re-dial 
a different number. A lot of 
people are very unhappy when 
they call here long distanee and 
we tell them to hang-up and re- 
dial.’’ 

Mattis said although the new 
system provides better services 
and saves the county money, 
the county may have to hire 
somone torun the switchboard. 

“It isn’t a switchboard like 
most people would image, 
though,” Mattis said. ‘It’s only 

as big as a large typewriter and 
a person could wear a headset 
and answer calls while typing. 
It would onty take two or three 
seconds to route each call 
through so the person running it

Big John Baker, of Grayling, 
and his partner Ken Brown, of 
St. Clair Shores, surprised 
everyone by jumping off to a 
fast pace in the 34th Annual 
AuSable Marathon Canoe Race 
last Friday night. 

His competitors, chasing af- 
ter the title Baker won in 1980, 
1978, and 1976, expected Baker 
to lay back in the pack and 
make his move late in the race. 

Instead, Baker 37, and Brown 
23, Started off fast and never 
slowed down. They broke a 
record for the 240-mile race by 
more than 11 minutes, coming 
in at Oscoda at 14 hours, 29 
minutes, and 1 second. 

“We really didn’t have any 
plan to start off so fast,” Baker 
said. “We were just following 
Jeff (Kolka} and Dave (Shep- 
herd) and they were going 
good.” 

Baker and Brown overtook 
Kolka and Shepherd between 
Wakeley and McMasters 
Bridge and held first place the 
rest of the way. By the Alcona 
Dam they found out they were 
ahead of the record time and 
they decided to shoot for the 
record. 

“We figured we might as well 
go for it,” Baker said. “We 
were going to fecl miserable 
anyways for the rest of the 
race.” 

Baker said the carly fast pace

Grayling has moved one step 
closer to adding raceways 
stocked with trophy-size trout to 
its list of natural tourist attrac- 
tions that include the well- 
known Hartwick Pines and Kir- 
tland’s warbler. 

The Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Preservation Committee has 
presented a proposal to the 
regional DNR headquarters in 
Roscommon to reopen the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery as a 
tourist attraction. 

The preservation committee 
wants to stock old DNR race- 
ways along the East Branch of 
the AuSable with large brown, 
brook, and rainbow trout. 

“It’s a great location,”’ Bob 
Smock, Jr., aspokesman for the 
group, said. “It’s close to both 
downtown and I-75. The whole 
area corld benefit from another 
tourisc attraction like this." 

DNR regional director John 
MacGregor said he thought the 
DNR would be able to work with 
the preservation committee but 
said they must get together with 
the DNR to work on specific 
plans, 


The preservation committee 
first has to submit a use permit 
for the raceways, owned by the 
State of Michigan. Then, if the 
Chief of the Fish Division of the 
DNR approves the use permit, 
-MacGregor said the DNR would 
probably supply the game fish 
to stock the raceways. 

Once in operation, Smock 
says pay fish-feeding machines 
could bring enough money to of- 
fset any costs of caring for the 
fish. A fish tourist attraction in 
Paris, Michigan, also located in 
a former DNR fish hatchery, 
nets about $5,000 a year from 
cain fish-feeding machines. 
Smock said because of the 
mumber of tourists that travel I- 
75 and visit Grayling, $5,000 to 
$10,000 might be raised each 
year from the feeding machines 
at Grayling. 

Smock also said a good num- 
ber of local businesses and in- 
dividuals have indicated they 
will help get the fish tourist 
place started. The Grayling 
Regional Chamber of Commer- 
ce likes the plan enough to 
make the fish hatchery preser- 
vation committee a division of 
the chamber. 

In their proposal to the DNR, 
the committee said they are not 
trying to re-invent the wheel 
with their ideas. Mecosta Coun- 
ty has turned the old Paris fish 
hatchery into a self-supporting 
tourist attraction and the Gray- 
ling hatchery was a good tourist 
attraction for years before it 
closed in the mid-60’s. 

The hatchery was started in 
1914 when Rasmus Hanson 
donated the property to the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery Club. It 


was sold to the state in 1926 for 
$10,000. For 40 years after that, 
the DNR stocked the AuSable 
and Manistee rivers with trout 
raised in the hatchery. Stricter 
requirements for raising fish 
helped close the Grayling hat- 
chery. 

Now, the preservation com- 
mittee wants to bring back fish 
into the raceways - but just as a 
tourist attraction. They have no

plans for commercial raising of 
any fish and current DNR 
regulations would not allow it at 
the East Branch hatchery. 

One side benefit of the tourist 
site however, would be East 
Branch trout could come into 
the tourist site freely to feed. 
The old hatchery had open run- 
ways for East Branch fish and 
as a result of the easy food they

The township board also 
talked about building a small 
office building at the Grayling 
Township Compactor _ site. 
Benefits there would be in- 
creasing compactor site hours 
to fivedays a week. Ad- 
ditionally, the township may be 
able to work out an agreement 
with the Little League officials 
for a multi-use parking lot. 

The township has money ina 
township improvement fund 
which can be used for building a 
township hall, 

Fowler stressed, however, no 
decisions have heen made yet 
and all planning is in the early 
stages.

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- An Executive Office report to the 
Senate concluded that Department of 
Natural Resources Director Howard 
Tanner erred in not consulting with either 
the Legislature or the attorney general 
when he decided not to send out air and 
water pollution surveillance fees bills 
prior to the statutory February 1 dead- 
line. 

- ‘The report, however, also noted there 
was confusion in the statutes, requiring 
both the February 1 billing and a fee in- 
‘crease to be enacted by February 28. 

The surveillance program’s budget in- 
cluded revenues from a proposed fee in- 
crease, but the Legislature failed to enact 
the fee increase to accompany the budget. 

Tanner decided to wait for legislative 
action on the fee increase, disregarding 
the February 1 deadline so billings for 
1981 could reflect the increased amount. 

The Legislature did not complete ac- 
tion on the surveillance fee bills until late 
June. 

The report said that the confusion did 
not justify Tanner’s decision to delay the 
billings and he should have sought advice 
from Attorney General Frank Kelley and 
the legislative leaders. 

Governor William G. Milliken added 
that air and water pollution fee payers 
benefitted by being able to hold onto their 
money until fees were clearly resolved in 


“new legislation. 


Tanner’s failure to send out the 
billings by the statutory deadline was 
brought to the attention of the 
Legislature by Senator Joseph Mack (D- 
lronwood)}, long-time critic of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and its top 
administration, specifically Tanner. 

Mack called for the Senate to demand 
that legal proceedings be instituted 
against Tanner and charged him with

“non-feasance, mis-feasance and malfea- 
sance’’ in office. 

Instead of proceeding on its own, the 
Senate decided to request the governor 
conduct the study to determine whether 
any wrong doing occurred. The governor 
‘was given 60 days to complete the report 
or the Senate would levy charges, 

_Mack was angered at the report, main- 

taining it showed Tanner demonstrated 
“non-feasance and malfeasance.”’ He ad- 
ded the report was a “damn coverup for a 
damn poor administrator,” 
The billing incident will be part of an 
investigation a special Senate committee 
will conduct into the department's 
management, Mack said. The committee, 
chaired by Mack, will study the depar- 
tment to see how it is run. 

The report to the Senate included a 
letter from Tanner outlining the steps he 
took before deciding not to send the fee 
bills. The fees are charged to businesses 
emitting substances into air and water 
and help finance the air and water quality 
budgets within the department. 

_"...D had to weigh a very difficult ad- 
ministrative decision with profound im- 
plications regardless of the choice. I 
decided, therefore, to wait, expecting that 
legislative action would clear up the con- 
fusion and direct us on how much to bill 
and to whom. With the benefit of hind- 
sight, | erred in not seeking legislative 
guidance,” Tanner said. 

The report concluded that Tanner was 
placed in an “untenable position of being 
accused of violating one or the other 
statute’ because of the legislatively- 
created conflict. 

Mack charged the executive office 
report is only ‘‘a flowery coverup. It’s a 
slap on the wrist when I would have given 
him a swift kick in the butt.”

Beaver Creek Twp. Ordinance No. 4 


An Ordinance for the Abatement and Removal of Nuisances 
Dangerous to Persons or Property in the Township of Beaver Creek, to 
provide for Hearings in Connections herewith and Penalties for Vio- 
lation Thereof. ; 

The Township of Beaver Creek Ordains: 

Section 1. That from and after the effective date of this ordinance it 
shall be unlawful and shall be deemed a violation thereof for any per- 
gon, firm or corporation to commit. Create or maintain any public 
nuisance within the Township of Beaver Creek. 

Section 2. For the purpose of this Ordinance a public nuisance shal] 
be defined to be whatever annoys, injures or endangers the public com- 
fort, convenience, safety, health or offends public decency, interferes 
with, obstructs or renders dangerous any public place, street, highway 
or stream, or in any way renders the public insecure in health, life or 
property, and shall include but not be limited to any of the following 
specific provisions: 

(a) DANGEROUS STRUCTURES. No person shall maintain any 
building or structure which constitutes a fire hazard, or is unsafe, or 
a menace to the health, morals or safety of the public. 

{b) TREES, SHRUBS AND PLANTS. Any tree, shrub or plant 
which because of its nature or condition shall constitute a danger to 
property, or to the health or safety of the public, is hereby declared to 
be a public nuisance and shall be removed by the owner or occupant of 
the land on which the same is found. 

(c) No person shall permit or allow any empty cans, food containers, 
broken or whole bottles, crockery or utensils of any kind, automobile 
bodies or parts, or stoves, iceboxes, parts of any machinery or any lit- 
ter, flammable matter or substance, offal, ashes, rubbish, refuse, waste 
paper, industrial by-products or wastes, clinkers, cinders, either upon 
the land owned, occupied, or used by any individual or company, or 
upon any land in any public place or privately owned of another, or 
where the same to be so used to create a fire hazard, attract flies, 
rodents or vermin, or as to emit offensive or unhealthy odors, or so as 
to permit any of the same to be blown or scattered on adjoining lands 
by the wind. 

Section 3. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the Supervisor of 
the Township to enforce this ordinance on behalf of the Township 
Board, ‘ 

(a) By prosecuting the person, firm or corporation for any violation 
of this ordinance, 

(b) By causing the nuisance to be immediately abated, without 
notice, provided such nuisance shall constitute an imminent danger to 
the public health or safety, or to property. 

{c) By causing written notice to be served upon the owner or occu- 


-pant of any premises on which a nuisance shall exist to abate the same 


forthwith, provided, that if, after service of such notice the owner or 
occupant shall fail to abate such nuisance within 30 days from the date 
of such service, then the same may be abated by the Township at the 
cost of such owner or occupant. 

({d) In the event any nuisance shall be abated by the Township the 
cost of such abatement shall be borne by the owner or occupant of the 
premises on which such nuisance existed and such cost .may be 
recovered by action at law or by special assessment on the property on 
which the nuisance existed. 

(e) In addition to the foregoing remedies the continuance of any 
such nuisance may be enjoined at the suit of the township on any court 
of competent jurisdiction, 

SECTION 4, APPEAL TO COUNCIL. In any proceeding to enfor- 
ce this ordinance if any person shall fee! himself aggrieved at the action 
taken he shall have the right to appeal to the Township Board of said 
Township, PROVIDED, that such appeal shall be in writing and shall 
be delivered to the Clerk of said Township on or before 5 days from the 
date of which the proceeding complained of occurred. 

SECTION 5. PENALTY FOR VIOLATION. Any person who fails 
to comply with any provision of Lhis ordinance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of 
not over $100.00, cr by imprisonment in the county jail for not to ex- 
ceed 90 days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court. 

SECTION 6. Severance CLAUSE. If any section or provision of 
this ordinance shall be held by any court to be unconstitutional or in- 
valid, the same shall not be held to affect any other section or provision 
thereof. 

SECTION 7. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with the provisions hereof are being appealed. 

SECTION 8. Thig ordinance shall become effective on the lst day 
of September, 1981.

Beaver Creek Twp. Ordinance No. 5 


An Ordinance to secure the public peace, health, safety, welfare 
and convenience or the residents and property owners of the Township 
of Beaver Creek, Crawford County, Michigan, a municipal corporation, 
by the regulation of disposal grounds for waste, rubbish, junk, and 
debris, and the operation of same within said ‘Township; to provide 
penalties for the violation thereof; and to repeal all ordinances and par- 
ts of ordinances in conflict therewith. 

THE TOWNSHIP OF BEAVER CREEK ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1; From and after the effective date of this ordinance it 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or corporation to dispose of any 
waste, rubbish, junk and debris in any area of the Township of Beaver 
Creek, unless the same is a licensed site under the provisions of the 
State of Michigan, Public Act 87 of 1965 as amended. 

SECTION 2: The Township of Beaver Creek may maintain a refuge 
disposal site (s) which shall be under the supervision of the Township 
Supervisor. The disposal site (s) shall have an attendant on duty during 
all hours of operation. The attendant shall have such authority as may 
be assigned to him/her by the Supervisor. 

SECTION 3: No person shall enter upon the enclosed grounds of 
the disposal site (s) except during open hours of operation, except per- 
sons duly authorized by the Township. 

SECTION 4: No person shall operate or attempt to operate any 
mechanical; electrical or hydraulic equipment located at the disposal 
site except persons duly authorized by the Township. 

SECTION 5: The Township Board shall have the right to establish 
rules and regulations for use of the disposal site. Said rules shall in- 
clude, but not be limited to, user fees and hours of operation, 

SECTION 6: PENALTY; Any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, or the rules and regulations as provided in 
Section 5, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by a fine not exceeding the sum of One 
Hundred and No/100ths ($100.00) Dollars or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding ninety days; or by both, such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the court.

Prices to go up December 1 
Henson Park Ski 
Memberships Now Availebie 


Memberships for the 1981-82 ski season will go on sale this week 
at Hanson Park, and local skiers are encouraged to purchase their 
memberships early. Prices for membership have been set by the 
Grayling Recreation Authority at $90 for students, $110 for adults 
and $200 for families.

’ There are two advantages if ski memberships are purchased 
early. First of all, on December 1, all memberships will increase in 
price, On that date, student memberships will go to $112.90, adults 
to $137.50 and full family memberships will sell for $250. In order to 
take advantage of the lesser membership rates, local skiers will 
have to have their memberships purchased, AND PAID FOR, 
before December Ist. Any mernberships not fully paid for by 
December I will be subject to the new rate. . 

Also, by purchasing ski meinberships this early in the season, 
an installment purchase program can be selected through which 
the memberships can be purchased for a down payment of $25.00 
and the remaining balance prorated into a payment schedule 
which will be completed prior to December ist and the planned rate 
increase. 

As an added incentive, a drawing will be held on December ist 
from all the fully paid memberships, and the lucky person will have 


his or her membership money returned, no matter what type of :
